Words, W it & Wisdom

“Your recent colum n on circus talk re­ 
m inded me that there is probably none of 
us who hasn t at some tim e dream ed of 
ju st chucking everything and joining a cir­ 
cus,” a read er w rites. “T hat is 
probably 
the reason for the fascination to us out­ 
siders of the language of those on the in­ 
side of the fabulous business. At any rate, 
I find th a t I am inordinately proud and not 
a little envious of a close friend who ac­ 
tually did drop everything in the m iddle 
of his college career and got a job 
in 
a 
circus band. Now every tim e the 
circus 
com es to tow n I hang upon 
his 
words, 
m entally noting the item s of circus jargon 
th a t crop up in his conversation, lie uses 
this ‘p riv ate language’ only rarely, since 
he ap p arently feels ifs ostentatious to use 
th e jargon outside the circus. 
“F or others of your readers who 
m ay 
feel as I do about the circus, here are a 
few term s to add to those you previously 
w rote about: 
“The wild w est show or other event such 
as a w restling m atch after the m ain show 
is know n as the ‘concert.’ And, speaking of 
a w restling m atch, the home-tovvn ch ar­ 
acter who accepts the challenge to stay 
tw o rounds w ith the circus w restler 
for 
$50 is practically alw ays a ‘stick,’ a circus 
em ployee w ho acts the role of the tow ner. 
“ This deception is considered perfectly 
m oral, but form s of dishonesty aim ed at 
taking m oney from the 
custom ers 
are 
know n as ‘g rift/ G rift is dying out from 
the business since m ost of 
the

show's w here it was m ost prevalent now 
operate ‘on auspices’—sponsored by 
local 
civic groups, W'ho w ouldn’t stand 
for 
it. 
Prooablv the m ost common form of g rift 
is ‘hyping’ (or it m ight be spelled taping) 
w hich is sim ply charging as m uch as you 
can get for such items as soft drinks, hot 
dogs and souvenirs. 
“In view of the reputation of circus folk 
for creating colorful slang, it is interesting 
to note that the process can w ork in re ­ 
verse. For exam ple, the m an know n gen­ 
erally to the public as a ‘b arker’ is known 
in the business sim ply as a ‘ta lk e r/ Most 
side shows have an outside talker and an 
inside talker. Probably the most unw ieldy 
tid e in the circus is th at of the man usual­ 
ly know n to the public as the ‘ring m a ste r/ 
This key ligure is alw ays referred to by 
perform ers by the form al title of ‘eques­ 
trian d irecto r/ 
“But surely the most prosaic 
piece 
of 
circus jargon, if it can be called jargon at 
all, is applied to those grim y figures who 
sw arm everyw here, perform ing the thous­ 
ands of back-breaking jobs necessary to a 
circus perform ance. They are known sim p­ 
ly (and accurately) as ‘working m e n /”

sures of the m anager and most im portant­ 
ly, he studies and com piles essential in ­ 
form ation on m any subjects for the m an­ 
ager’s attention. 
One of the im portant functions perform ­ 
ed by the adm inistrative assistant has been 
a review of ordinances of long 
standing, 
m any of w hich w'eie outm oded. These o r­ 
dinances are being brought up to date to 
m eet m odern conditions. Studies of this 
kind req u ire m uch tim e and a busy city 
m anager does not have the tim e to m ake 
these studies and still handle the pressing 
day to day problem s of his office. 
It has been argued and w ith great sin­ 
cerity th at these functions, im portant as 
they are. can be absorbed by others in Hie 
m anagem ent team . All the others, 
how ­ 
ever, have im portant departm ents of their 
own to conduct. Some of this work load 
m ay be absorbed but it is doubtful that 
all of it can be absorbed and still m ain­ 
tain the m axim um efficiency in 
govern­ 
m ental m anagem ent. 
A single bad decision that may result 
from insufficient inform ation upon w hich 
decisions m ust be based can m ore 
than 
offset the $4300 salary that is now paid to 
the adm inistrative assistant. This is 
ob­ 
vious in a city w ilh an annual budget ol 
$1,656,000.

S tate Bar Jo u rn al of recent issue reports 
the speech of H. F. Bailey, general m an­ 
ager OI the A drian Daily T elegram and 
president of the M ichigan Press A ssocia­ 
tion, to a conference of M ichigan attorney* 
in w hich Bailey m akes some valuable rec­ 
om m endations to persons who w ant to im ­ 
prove their “press relations.” 
A lthough Bailey w as speaking to atto r­ 
neys, his advice is applicable to all men 
and wom en, w hether in the professions or 
not, w'ho m ust m aintain a w orking agree­ 
m ent w ith new spapers. 
H ere are Bailey’s suggestions on how to 
overcom e “a bad press” ; 
I— D on't betray confidences but 
don’t 
unnecessarily try' to hide 
anything 
from 
the press. 
2—Take the newspaper reporter into 
your confidence 
as much 
as possible. 
Remember that a good reporter working 
for a reputable newspaper can be trust­ 
ed. “The editors and reporters of every 
newspaper know many things told them 
in confidence by many 
people— som e­ 
times even by lawyers—and they remain 
buried.” 
3—N ever ask th at a story be printed aa 
a favor. 
4— Don’t ask that the reporter 
or 
tho 
paper suppress w hat is actually and prop­ 
erly new s—arn thing involving official ac­ 
tion, m atters that are bound to 
become 
know n anyw ay, or anything affecting the 
public w elfare or the legitim ate public in ­ 
terest. 
5—N ever ask to see a story’ be foie it is 
run in the new spaper. 
6— Don’t persistently check to learn if 
and w hen the story you have given 
the 
new spaper is going to appear. If it is 
a 
good story, it will be published. 
7—Treat editors and reporters fairly 
and honestly. Remember you can’t fool 
them and that there Is no substitute foe 
common sense. 
Bailey cites the above as “general rules” 
to assist anyone in receiving better stones 
in the new spaper, and he adds; 
“ Rem em ber this—secrecy is 
th* 
an ti­ 
thesis of good public relations.”

CODE OF ETHICS— Bailey also cites the 
cannons of journalism which

The “Canons of Journalism ” w ere

THE SHY AND MODEST—In his

aggerated caution.” 
He says that is no way to win friends 
and influence people. Often the 
line 
is 
draw n too close on the side

secrecy, 
w hich sometim es denies inform ation the 
people need if they are to think 
in telli­ 
gently. 
“By secretive action* 
you 
make

game of it and reporters (they are not 
stupid) make it their business to ferret 
out the facts.” Bailey said. 
He encourages tho^e who need good pub­ 
lic relations in their business or p rofession 
to learn som ething about the new spaper 
business. In ^his way they w ill come 
to 
know how to obtain better press relations 
--a n d thereby an im proved relationship 
w ith the public. 
N ew spaper editors are interested in good 
hum an ^devest stories— but not in the im ­ 
personal handout prepared by a publicity 
agent. By following the new spaper’s rules 
you may even get sym pathetic help, Bailey 
confides.

L O N D O N (.-Pi — Russia has ac­ 
cused a British m ajor now in Lon­ 
don of spying on her m ilitary se­ 
crets and said he could not return 
to his post in Moscow. 


The Soviet charge came just six 
days after Britain accused two as­ 
sistant air attaches at the Russian 
Em bassy in London of attempting 
to engage in spy activities. The 
two, both majors in the Red a ir, 
force, were given IO days to leave 
the country. 


The Foreign Office identified the 
Briton as M aj. Charles R P. Lan- 
don. an assistant m ilitary attache 
in this country’s Moscow embassy.

Win Approval 


H O L L A N D i.Pt — The principle 
of paroling prisoners serving life 
terms on first degree m urder con­ 
victions was approved by the State 
Corrections Commission at a meet­ 
ing here Wednesday. 


The commission did not discuss 
details of the proposed new law, 
but authorized its staff to draw up 
a bill 
and to submit 
it 
to the 
M ichigan State B a r before pro­ 
posing it to the 1955 Legislature. 


F irs t degree m urderers, under 
present law, can be paroled o n ly 
if the governor commutes 
their 
sentences. 


Since 1941, Michigan has had a 
law perm itting the parole of lifers 
convicted of other crimes and has 
had 
“ outstanding success.” 
C or­ 
rections Director 
Gus 
Harrison 
said. 


Paroles have been granted to 146 
lifters under the 1941 act and only 
eight have violated their paroles, 
Harrison added. He said there arc 
554 first, degree lifers in Michigan 
prisons at the present time and 
that 104 of them did not kill, hav­ 
ing been convicted as accessories. 
“ It is this 104 we are m ainly in ­ 
terested in,” Harrison said. 
The commission made peiman- 
ent the appointment of Leonard 
McConnell of Lansing to tile State 
Parole Board. Since his provision­ 
al appointment in October as the 
first Negro member of the board 
in state history, 
McConnell 
has 
qualified under civil service regu­ 
lations. 
Approved was the assignment of 
eight trusty 
prisoners 
from the

Prison to a 
white pine blister rust control pro­ 
gram conducted by the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture.
